CARE  OF  ROSES 

Roses  grown  outside  require  spraying  during  certain  times  of  year  for  best 
results.  In  some  localities  a small  “slug’’  or  worm  destroys  the  leaves  from  the 
under  side.  If  good  Paris  Green  or  Arsenate  of  Lead  is  spray-ed  on  the  bushes 
occasionaUy,  this  pest  will  be  kept  off. 

Roses  grown  inside  should  be  planted  in  heavy  soil,  if  obtainable,  for  best 
results.  Do  not  overfeed  roses  by  using  too  much  commercial  fertilizer.  When 
plants  are  in  bud,  a little  manure  water  or  bone  meal  fertilizer  will  be  of  benefit 
to  the  plants.  This  latter  fertilizer  should  not  be  applied  oftener  than  once  every 
four  weeks.  Liquid  manure  water  about  once  a week. 


NOTICE-  Orders  for  Roses  can  be  filled  every  month  in  the  year,  if  wanted. 
Roses  planted  in  spring  require  less  attention  after  being  planted.
